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THE ENGLISH MINISTRY OF HEALTH. 


The English Ministry of Health Act went into effect July 1, 1919, 
and the powers and duties of the Local Government Board and the 
National Insurance Commissioners were brought together in the new 
department—the Ministry of Health. Those powers and duties not 
immediately concerned with the health of the people will later be 
transferred to other Government departments. 

The Local Government Board, created nearly 50 years ago, was 
primarily designed: to supervise the administration of the Poor Law, 
local government, and, incidentally, sanitary matters. While it was 
early the intention to make the Local Government Board the central 
authority in all that pertained to preventive medicine—in fact, to 
make it a ministry of health—-the public health was something vague 
and shadowy in those days and the medical officer had to bow before 
the laymen then in office, and the Poor Law took precedence over 
public health. 

In 1872—the year after inception of the board—a public health 
act was passed dividing the country into sanitary districts, and three 
years later the public health act was passed which consolidated the 
existing public health laws and formed the foundation stone of the 
service which administered the health functions of the country. 
Later, other health acts were passed extending the public health 
laws and representing definite advances toward the intimate matters 
of public health. Although hampered by the nature of its consti- 
tution, the board, nevertheless, proved itself a very live and active 
factor in shaping the course of public health, and it has left a worthy 
record of achievement to pass on to its successor—the Ministry of

in England and Wales powers with respect to Health and Local 
Government, and confer upon the Chief Secretary certain powers 
with respect to Health in Ireland, and for purposes connected 


therewith.

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Be it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the author- 
ity of the same, as follows: 

1. Establishment of Minisier—For the purpose of promoting the 
health of the people throughout England and Wales, and for the 
purpose of the exercise of the powers transferred or conferred by 
this Act, it shall be lawful for His Majesty to appoint a Minister 
of Health (hereinafter called “the Minister’), who shall hold office 
during his Majesty’s pleasure. 

2. General powers and duties of Minister in relation to health.— 
It shall be the duty of the Minister, in the exercise and performance 
of any powers and duties transferred to or conferred upon him by 
or in pursuance of this Act, to take all such steps as may be desirable 
to secure the preparation, effective carrying out, and coordination of 
measures conducive to the health of the people, including measures 
for the prevention and cure of diseases, the avoidance of fraud in 
eonnection with alleged remedies therefor, the treatment of physical 
and mental defects, the treatment and care of the blind, the initia- 
tion and direction of research, the collection, preparation, publica- 
tion, and dissemination of information and statistics relating thereto, 
and the training of persons for health services. 

3. Transfer of powers and duties to and from Minister.—(1) There 
shall be transferred to the Minister— 

(a) all the powers and duties of the Local Government Board; 

(b) all the powers and duties of the Insurance Commissioners 
and the Welsh Insurance Commissioners; 

(c) all the powers of the Board of Education with respect to 
attending to the health of expectant mothers and nursing 
mothers and of children who have not attained the age of 
five years and are not in attendance at schools recognized 
by the Board of Education; 

(d) all the powers and duties of the Board of Education with 
respect to the medical inspection and treatment of 
children and young persons under paragraph (b) of 
subsection (1) of section thirteen of the Education 
(Administrative Provisions) Act, 1907, as amended and 
extended by the Education Act, 1918; Provided that, for 
the purpose of facilitating the effective exercise and 
performance of these powers and duties, the Minister 
may make arrangements with the Board of Education 
respecting the submission and approval of schemes of 
local education authorities and the payment of grants to 
local education authorities, so far as such schemes and 
payment relate to or are in respect of medical inspection 
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and treatment; and the powers and duties of the Minister 
may under any such arrangements be exercised and 
performed by the Board on his behalf and with his 
authority under such conditions as he may think fit; 

(e) all the powers of the Privy Council and of the Lord President 
of the Council under the Midwives Acts, 1902 and 1918; 

(f) such powers of supervising the administration of Part I of the 
Children Act, 1908 (which relates to infant life protection), 
as have heretofore been exercised by the Secretary of 
State: 

Provided that— 

(i) the power conferred on the Insurance Commissioners by 
the proviso to subsection (2) of section sixteen of the 
National Insurance Act, 1911, of retaining and applying 
for the purposes of research such sums as are therein 
mentioned shall not be transferred to the Minister, but 
the duties heretofore performed by the Medical Research 
Committee shall after the date of commencement of this 
Act be carried on by or under the direction of a committee 
of the Privy Council appointed by His Majesty for that 
purpose, and any property held for the purposes of the 
former Committee shall after that date be tranferred 
to and vested in such persons as the body by whom 
such duties as aforesaid are carried on may appoint, 
and be held by them for the purposes of that body; and 

(ii) in such matters of a judicial nature under the National 
Insurance (Health) Acts, 1911 to 1918, as may be 
prescribed under those Acts, the powers and duties of 
the Insurance Commissioners and the Welsh Insurance 
Commissioners by this Act transferred to the Minister 
shall be exercised by the Minister through a special 
body or special bodies of persons constituted in such 
manner as may be so prescribed. 

(2) It shall be lawful for His Majesty from time to time by Order 
in Council to transfer to the Minister— 

(a) all or any of the powers and duties of the Minister of 
Pensions with respect to the health of disabled officers 
and men after they have left the service; 

(b) all or any of the powers and duties of the Secretary of 
State under the enactments relating to lunacy and 
mental deficiency; 

(c) any other powers and duties in England and Wales cf any 
Government department which appear to His Majesty 
to relate to matters affecting or incidental to the health 
of the people. 
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(3) It shall be lawful for His Majesty from time to time by Order 
in Council to transfer from the Minister to any other Government 
department any of the powers and duties of the Minister, whether 
relating to the relief of the poor or otherwise, which appear to His 
Majesty not to relate to matters affecting or incidental to the health 
of the people. 

And it is hereby declared that it is the intention of this Act that, 
in the event of provision being made by Act of Parliament passed in 
the present or in any future session for the revision of the law relating 
to the relief of the poor and the distribution amongst other authorities 
of the.powers exercisable by boards of guardians, there shall be 
transferred from the Minister to other Government departments such 
of the powers and duties under the enactments relating to the relief 
of the poor then vested in the Minister (not being powers or duties 
relating or incidental to the health of the people) as appear to His 
Majesty to be such as could be more conveniently exercised and 
performed by such other departments. 

(4) His Majesty may by Order in Council make such incidental, 
consequential, and supplemental provisions as may be necessary or 
expedient for the purpose of giving full effect to any transfer of powers 
or duties by or under this section, including provisions for the transfer 
of any property, rights, and liabilities held, enjoyed, or incurred by 
any Government department in connection with any powers or duties 
transferred, and may make such adaptations in the enactments relat- 
ing to such powers or duties as may be necessary to make exercisable 
by the Minister and his officers or by such other Government depart- 
ment and their officers, as the case may be, the powers and duties so 
transferred. 

(5) In connection with the transfer of powers and duties to or from 
the Minister by or under this Act, the provisions set out in the First 
Schedule to this Act shall have effect. 

4. Consultative Councils.—(1) It shall be lawful for His Majesty 
by Order in Council to establish consultative councils in England 
and Wales for giving, in accordance with the provisions of the Order, 
advice and assistance to the Minister in connection with such matters 
affecting or incidental to the health of the people as may be referred 
to in such Order. 

(2) Every such council shall include women as well as men, and 
shall consist of persons having practical experience of the matters 
referred to the council. 

5. Provisions as to Wales.—The Minister shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act, appoint such officers as he may think fit to con- 
stitute a Board of Health in Wales through whom he may exercise 
and perform in Wales in such manner as he may think fit any of his 
powers and duties; the Board and any officer who is a member thereof 


a 
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shall act under the directions, and comply with the instructions, of 
the Minister. 

6. Staff and remuneration.—(1) The Minister may appoint one 
parliamentary secretary and such secretaries, officers, and servants as 
the Minister may, subject to the consent of the Treasury as to number 
determine, and in the making of such appointments shall give equal 
consideration to the suitability of persons of both sexes. 

(2) There shall be paid out of moneys provided by Parliament to 
the Minister an annual salary not exceeding five thousand pounds, 
and to the secretaries, officers, and servants of the Ministry such 
salaries or remuneration as the Treasury may from time to time 
determine. 

(3) The expenses of the Ministry, including payments to members 
of consultative councils and committees thereof, to such amount as 
may be sanctioned by the Treasury, shall be paid out of moneys 
provided by Parliament: 

Provided that no payments shall be made to members of consulta- 
tive councils and committees thereof other than the repayment of 
traveling expenses and payment of subsistence allowance and reason- 
able compensation for loss of remunerative time. 

(4) There shall be transferred and attached to the Ministry the 
persons employed under the Local Government Board, the Insurance 
Commissioners, and the Welsh Insurance Commissioners, and such 
of the persons employed under any other Government department in 
or about the execution of the powers and duties transferred by or 
under this Act to the Minister, as the Minister and Government 
department, with the sanction of the Treasury, may determine. 

(5) The Minister may from time to time distribute the business of 
the Ministry amongst the several persons transferred or attached 
thereto in pursuance of this Act in such manner as he may think 
right, and those’ persons shall perform such duties in relation to that 
business as may be directed by the Minister: 

Provided that such persons shall be in no worse position as respects 
the tenure of office, salary or superannuation allowances than they 
would have been if this Act had not been passed. 

7. Seal, style, and acts of Minister.—(1) The Minister may sue and 
be sued by the name of the Minister of Health, and may for all pur- 
poses be described by that name. 

(2) The Minister shall have an official seal, which shall be officially 
and judicially noticed, and shall be authenticated by the signature of 
the Minister, or of a secretary, or any person authorized by the 
Minister to act in that behalf. 

(3) For the purpose of acquiring and holding land, the Minister for 
the time being shall be a corporation sole by the name of the Minister 
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of Health, and all land vested in the Minister shall be held in trust for 
His Majesty for the purposes of the Ministry of Health. 

(4) Upon and by virtue of the appointment of any person to be 
Minister, the benefit of all deeds, contracts, bonds, securities, or things 
in action vested in his predecessor at the time of his predecessor 
ceasing to hold office shall be transferred to and vested in and enure 
for the benefit of the person so appointed, in the same manner as if he 
had been contracted with instead of his predecessor, and if his name 
had been inserted in all such deeds, contracts, bonds, or securities 
instead of the name of his predecessor. 

(5) Subsections (2) to (4) of section 11 and section 12 of the New 
Ministries and Secretaries Act, 1916, shall apply to the Minister of 
the Ministry of Health, and to the office of the Minister of Health and 
in like manner as they apply to the Ministers and Ministries mentioned 
in those sections, 

8. Provisions as to Orders in Council_—(1) Any Order in Council 
made under this Act may be revoked or varied by a subsequent Order. 

(2) Before any Order in Council under this Act (other than an 
Order appointing a day for the commencement of this Act or any 
provisions thereof) is made, notice of the proposal to make the Order 
and of the place where copies of the draft of the Order can be ob- 
tained shall be published in the London Gazette, and in such other 
manner as the Minister thinks best adapted for insuring publicity, and 
a draft of the Order shall be laid before each House of Parliament 
for not less than 30 days on which such House is sitting. 

(3) In the case of the draft of an Order providing for any transfer 
of powers or duties to or from the Minister under subsections (2) and 
(3) of section 3 of this Act, or for the establishment of any consultative 
council under section 4 thereof, the Order shall not be made until 
both Houses by resolution have approved the draft, nor, if any 
modifications are agreed to by both Houses, otherwise than as so 
modified, and in the case of a draft of any other Order which is 
required to be laid as aforesaid, if either House before the expiration 
of such 30 days presents an Address to His Majesty against the 
draft, or any part thereof, no further proceedings shall be taken 
thereon, without prejudice to the making of any new draft Order. 

9. Consequential modifications of Insurance Acts—(1) The Irish 
Insurance Commissioners, in the carrying out of their powers and 
duties under the National Insurance (Health) Acts, 1911 to 1918, 
shall, except in such matters-of a judicial character as may be pre- 
scribed under those Acts, act under the directions of the Chief Secre- 
tary, and further appointments of persons to be Irish Insurance 
Commissioners shall, subject to the consent of the Treasury as to 
number, be made by the Chief Secretary; but, save as aforesaid 


- 
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or as otherwise expressly provided in this Act, nothing in this Act 
shall affect any of the powers or duties of the Irish Insurance Com- 
missioners. 

(2) The National Health surance Joint Committee shall consist 
of the Minister of Health, who shall be chairman, the Secretary for 
Scotland, and the Chief Secretary for Ireland, together with one 
other person appointed by the Minister, being a person having 
special knowledge and experience of national health insurance in 
Wales; but, save as aforesaid, nothing in this Act shall affect the 
constitution of that Committee or the incorporation thereof: 

Provided that— 

(a) regulations under section eighty-three of the National 
Insurance Act, 1911, shall be made by the Committee in- 
stead of by the Treasury, and subsection (4) of that section 
shall apply to regulations made by the Committee in like 
manner as it applies to regulations made by the Treasury, 
but nothing in this provision shall affect the validity of the 
regulation made by the Treasury under that subsection 
before the commencement of this Act with respect to tho 
powers and procedure of the Committee, and any such 
regulations shall continue in force until altered or revoked 
by regulations made by the Committee in pursuance 
of this provision; and 

(b) regulations made by the Committee under the said sec- 
tion eighty-three as amended by this section shall pro- 
vide for the appointment of deputies to act for the several 
members of the Committee at meetings of the Committee at 
which such members are unable to be present. 

10. Application to Ireland.—(1) For the purpose of promoting the 
health of the people in Ireland and exercising the powers conferred 
on him by this Act, the Chief Secretary shall be the Minister of 
Health for Ireland, and it shall be his duty as such Minister to take 
all such steps as may be desirable to secure the preparation, effective 
carrying out and coordination of measures conducive to health, 
including measures for the prevention and cure of diseases, the 
avoidance of fraud in connection with alleged remedies therefor, 
the treatment of physical and mental defects, the treatment and 
care of the blind, the initiation and direction of research, the collec- 
tion, preparation, publication, and dissemination of information 
and statistics relating thereto, and the training of persons for health 
services. 

(2) The provisions of this Act with respect to consultative councils 
shall apply to Ireland, with the substitution therein of the Lord 
Lieutenant for His Majesty, of Ireland for England and Wales, 
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and of the Dublin Gazette for the London Gazette and with the 
addition of the following provisions: 

For the purpose of giving advice and assistance and making 
proposals to the Chief Secretary in connection with his powers 
and duties under this Act, a Council shall be established (which 
shall be called the Irish Public Health Council), consisting of 
the following persons: 

(a) The Vice President and the two other Commissioners 

of the Local Government Board for Ireland; 

(b) The chairman and such two others of the Irish Insurance 
Commissioners as may be nominated by the Chief Secretary; 

(c) A Registrar General of Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
in Ireland; 

(d) A registered medical practitioner, who shall act as chair- 
man of the council under the direction of the Chief Secretary, 
and three other registered medical practitioners, one of 
whom shall be a woman and one of whom shall be a medical 
practitioner who is registered on the Medical Register in 

_ respect of a diploma in sanitary science, public health, 
or State medicine; 

(ec) Six other persons having practical experience of matters 
relating or incidental to or affecting the health of the 
people. 

(3) The Chief Secretary shall from time to time nominate the per- 
sons who are to be members of the Irish Public Health Council under 
paragraphs (d) and (e) of the preceding subsection, including the 
chairman. 

(4) The expenses of the Chief Secretary and of the Irish Public 
Health Council under this Act, including a salary to the chair- 
man of that council of such amount as may be determined by the 
Chief Secretary with the approval of the Treasury, and reasonable 
compensation to the other members of that council for loss of remuner- 
ative time, shall be paid in like manner as the expenses of the Ministry. 

(5) Save as aforesaid or as otherwise expressly provided in this 
Act, the foregoing provisions of this Act shall not apply to Ireland. 

11. Short title, commencement, and repeal, and interpretation.— 
(1) This Act may be cited as the Ministry of Health Act, 1919, and 
shall come into operation upon such day or days as may be appointed 
by Order in Council, and different days may be appointed for different 
purposes and provisions of this Act: 

Provided that the latest day for the transfer of powers to the 
Minister under subsection (1) of section 3 of this Act shall not be 
later than one year after the passing of this Act: 

Provided that the day appointed for the transfer of the powers of 
the Minister of Pensions shall not be earlier than one year or later - 
then three years after the termination of the present war.

(2) The enactments mentioned inthe Second Schedule to this Act 
are hereby repealed to the extent specified in the third column of 
that schedule. 

(3) For the purnoses of this Act, Monmouthshire shall be deemed 
to form part of Wales. 

(4) The expression “Government Department”’ includes the Insur- 
ance Commissioners, the Welsh Insurance Commissioners, and any 
other public department and any Minister of the Crown acting as the 


head of a Government department.

The medical staff of the Ministry of Health will be announced 
shortly. Sir Alfred Watson, hitherto chief actuary to the National 
Health Insurance Committee, has been appointed to the new post of 
Government actuary. 


VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL ACTIVITIES. 


EDUCATIONAL AND MEDICAL CAMPAIGN OF THE DIVISION OF VENE- 
REAL DISEASES DURING THE FISCAL YEAR ENDED JUNE 30, 1919.

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1919, the Division of Vene- 
real Diseases of the Public Health Service conducted a highly 
successful program for nation-wide control of venereal diseases, 
This campaign was conducted with physicians, dentists, druggists, 
nurses, medical and allied colleges, professional journals and adver- 
tising media throughout the country. This report gives some idea 
of one branch of the work that is being carried on by the Division of 
Venereal Diseases, as well as the methods which have been employed. 
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Physicians. 

In order that physicians might be impressed with the seriousness 
of the problem of venereal diseases and realize their responsibility 
to the public in carrying out the control program by reporting such 
diseases coming to their attention, and also to give each physician 
an opportunity to secure a copy of the revised Manual of Treat- 
ment of the Venereal Diseases, a communication was sent to approx- 
imately 132,000 doctors in the United States. 

This communication consisted of a letter, a bulletin (V. D. No. 
35), ‘‘An Appeal to Physicians for Cooperation,” and an agreement 
card. The letter asked for the cooperation of every physician in 
the control program, and promised a copy of the manual to each 
one who signed an agreement card. In the bulletin the physician’s 
individual responsibility was pointed out, and it was made clear 
that the attitude of the medical profession as a whole would determine 
largely whether venereal diseases are to be brought under control. 

Each physician was arged to sign and return the card whereby he 
agreed 

1. To report cases of venereal diseases in accordance with the laws 


and board of health regulations. 
2. To secure prompt treatment for all venereal cases coming to his 


attention, either treating them himself or referring them to a clinic 
or goo known to be competent in the treatment of such cases. 

3. Not to dispense medicines for venereal diseases except where 
they can not be obtained from a drug store; and not to recommend, 
prescribe, or sell any proprietary remedy marketed for the self- 
treatment of venereal diseases. 

4. To give every venereal disease patient a circular of instructions, 
a supply of which is to be furnished free of charge by the Public 
Health Barvien or the State Board of Health. 

As a result of this letter, agreement cards and favorable replies 
have been received from 60,666 physicians, or nearly 50 per cent of 
the medical profession of the United States. It is felt that this 
response is very gratifying and that the ultimate cooperation of the 
entire medical profession is assured. 

In accordance with the usual policy of the Service, the cards of 
agreement received were forwarded to the State boards of health 
with a list of the physicians to whom the letter was sent. Each 
State board was asked to communicate with the physicians who 
have not responded and to secure their cooperation. It was sug- 
gested to each State that a supply of the manuals be purchased for 
distribution to those physicians who signed agreement cards. At 
the close of the year, June 30, 1919, 35 States had responded by 
purchasing 71,300 copies of this manual. Physicians in States 
which have not bought copies of the manual are receiving them from 
the Service. A record of the number of physicians pledging their co- 
operation and of the manuals purchased by States is shown in the table. 
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Medical and Allied Schools, Colleges, and Universities. 


In order that physicians may be better equipped to handle cases 
of venereal diseases scientifically, a plan was suggested by the 
Service to the medical and allied schools, colleges, and universities 
in the United States, having in view two objects: 

1. To enlarge and improve courses in the diagnosis and treatment 
of venereal diseases so as to include laboratory and clinical facilities 
in colleges where these courses are being taught; and to have such 
courses introduced as major courses in colleges where they are not 
being taught, that the students in medical schools and colleges may 
be equipped to handle these diseases when they begin to practice. 

2. To offer special courses covering short periods of time, which men 
who are now practicing can take in order to prepare themselves to handle 
these diseases according to the best scientific methods. This program 
applies primarily to medical schools and colleges. It is important, 
however, that all schools of dentistry, pharmacy, and other allied 
schools have adequate training in the pathology of venereal diseases. 

Preliminary to presenting this program to the medical and allied 
schools of the country, conferences were held at the universities in 
Washington, D. C., including the professional schools of Georgetown, 
George Washington, and Howard Universities. These conferences 
included addresses on— 

1. The sanitary attack upon venereal diseases; 

better teaching of venereal diseases in schools, clinics, and 
ospitals; 

3. The place of venereal diseases in medical, dental, and pharma- 
ceutical schools, in hospitals, clinics, and training schools for nurses; 

4. The importance of a proper knowledge of venereal diseases, 
not only to physicians but also to dentists, druggists, and nurses, 
and to college physical directors. 

Social-hygiene films were shown and resolutions were adopted. 

Using the program of the conferences held in Georgetown and 
George Washington Universities as a suggested form to be followed 
by other schools, a letter was sent to approximately 350 schools of 
medicine, dentistry, pharmacy, and physical education in the United 
States. Favorable replies have been received from all. The George- 
town University School of Medicine has broadened the work of the 
hygiene department, extended its curriculum, and increased its 
clinic facilities. The George Washington University Medical School 
has appointed a special teacher for this field, and has made plans 
for extending its lecture and clinical work, the new arrangement to 
go into operation with the beginning of the new school year. Howard 
University, representing the colored medical, dental, and phar- 
maceutical schools of the country, is making similar plans. 

A second letter is now being sent out for the purpose of securing 
as early as possible the establishment in rural communities of 
extension courses for the benefit of the physicians and dentists who 
can not leave their professional work to attend postgraduate or 
special courses in the fall, winter, or spring. The results of this 
vlan are not vet annarent. 
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Nurses. 


Special courses were given at Columbia University summer sessions 
to prepare public-health nurses for work in venereal-disease control. 

V. D. Bulletin No. 40, ‘‘Lectures to Nurses,’’ has been issued. In 
this bulletin there is discussed the history, social significance, and 
pathology of venereal diseases, and their prevalence as shown by statis- 
tics in the Army and Navy. This pamphlet has been sent to 42,471 
student nurses and 1,509 training schools for nurses in 44 States. 
From nurses 424 requests for literature have been received. 

Among the conventions of nurses at which the control program has 
been presented and the nurse’s responsibility emphasized, are the

The State Graduate Nurses’ Association of Connecticut, Illinois, Kansas, Kentucky,

Druggists. 


The campaign to secure the cooperation of druggists was launched 
in the fall of 1918, following the campaign with the advertising media. 
The purpose of this plan was to eliminate the sale of nostrums for 
the self-treatment of venereal diseases, and the prescribing by drug- 
gists of remedies for the treatment of these diseases. 

A letter, inclosing V. D. Bulletin No. 21, ‘‘An Appeal! to All Retail 
Druggists,”’ and an agreement card, was sent to the 48,500 druggists 
in the United States. In this appeal druggists were asked: 


1. Not to prescribe or recommend any remedy for a venereal disease. 
2. Not to purchase any proprietary remedy to be sold to the public 
for self-treatment of a venereal disease, and not to sell any such 


Ke after January 15, 1919. 
3. To refill only such prescriptions for the treatment of venereal 


disease as were given originally to the customer by a reputable 
physician who is still in charge of the case. 

4. To distribute literature furnished by the Surgeon General to 
persons asking, without a physician’s prescription, for remedies cus- 
tomarily confined to the treatment of a venereal disease, and to 
direct such persons to a reputable physician, to an approved clinic, 
or to the State board of health. 


As a result of this communication and of a second letter sent out 
in January, 28,226, or nearly 60 per cent, of the druggists have favor- 
ably responded by letter or by agreement card. 

This campaign was referred to the State boards of health in April. 
Each State was sent a list of the druggists and the replies received. A 
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supply of V. D. Bulletin No. 36, ‘“Disease and Health,” and of V. D. 
Bulletin No. 2, “Responsibility of Druggists to the Public Health,” 
was also sent to each State to be distributed among the druggists who 
pledged their cooperation. The plan provided that a copy of the ‘‘Dis- 
ease and Health” pamphlet should be given to each person asking for 
a venereal disease remedy without a doctor’s prescription, and that 
every employee of a pharmacy should be given a copy of V. D. Bulle- 
tin No. 2 for his own information. Each State has been asked to 
continue the campaign until every druggist in the State has discon- 
tinued the prescribing and sale of proprietary remedies for venereal 
diseases.

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Advertising Media. 


In an effort to secure the elimination of advertisements of quack 
doctors and medical institutes in treating so-called private diseases, 
and of nostrums for the self-treatment of venereal disease, a letter 
was sent to the business managers of the 20,000 newspapers and 
magazines in the United States carrying advertising. 

This letter was accompanied by V. D. Bulletin No. 12, “An Appeal 
to Advertising Media to Cooperate in the Fight Against Venereal 
Diseases,”’ and an agreement card which each manager was asked to 
sign and return. Those signing the card agreed: 

1. Not to print the advertisement of any doctor or medical institute 
offering to treat venereal diseases, either naming specific diseases or 
using indirect terms, such as “private diseases,” “lost manhood,” 
“discharges,”’ ‘diseases peculiar to men,” etc. 

2. Not to print the advertisement of any nostrum described as 
effective in the self-treatment of venereal diseases. 

It was known before beginning this campaign that the great 
majority of the 20,000 periodicals were not carrying quack venereal- 
disease advertising, but as an educational measure and to inform 
them of the stand taken by the Service it was considered advisable 
to include all. 

The agreement cards and newspaper clippings received showed 
that approximately 19,800, or 99 per cent of the 20,000 newspapers 
and magazines circularized were cooperating. A special letter was 
then sent to the 200 papers which were still carrying objectionable 
matter. As a result 60 of these papers have agreed to change their 
policy, leaving only 140 which are still carrying venereal disease 
gdvertising of this character. 

Many of the newspapers and magazines which have not carried 
quack venereal disease advertising for many years have said that 
they consider such advertising not only undesirable from the stand- 
point of a clean newspaper, but also injurious in its effects on the 
health of the communities they serve. 

This campaign also has been referred to the State boards of health 


for completion. 
Medical, Dental, Pharmaceutical, and Allied Journals. 


A campaign has also been launched by cireular letter with the 
medical and allied journals of the country, the purpose of which is to 
secure their cooperation in giving publicity to the program presented 
to the medical and allied colleges. There have been sent out 1,700 
letters to these professional journals. It is too early to tabulate 
results, but the replies being received show great interest and enthu- 
siastic cooperation in the program outlined. 
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Dentists. 


A campaign with dentists was started in April by a conference 
held under the auspices of the National Capital Dental Society of 
the District of Columbia, at the George Washington Dental School. 
The purpose of this campaign is to secure the better instruction of 
dental students and practicing dentists in diseases of the mouth, 
especially syphilitic lesions of the mouth. 

The letter to dental schools has already been mentioned. A letter 
inclosing an appeal and agreement card similar to those used for 
physicians and druggists has been prepared, and is now being sent 
out to the 45,000 dentists of the country. 


PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE PROGRAM AT THE ANNUAL 
DENTAL CONVENTION. 


The Division of Venereal Diseases of the United States Public 
Health Service has formulated a program for every day of the Con- 
vention of the National Dental Association at New Orleans, October 
20 to 24, inclusive, and will be represented by Dr. Charles VY. 
Herdliska, Acting Assistant Surgeon. 

The program as arranged will include the exhibition of three seven- 
reel educational social hygiene moving-picture dramas. These pic- 
tures will be shown on October 20, 21, and 22, respectively. There 
will also be shown on October 23 and 24, respectively, a two-reel 
“Animated Pathological Film” demonstrating the effects of venereal 
diseases on the human anatomy, and a new two-reel animated dental 
film. In the interim between the change of reels, Dr. Herdliska will 
describe the work accomplished with the advertising media, drug- 
gists, physicians, medical and allied colleges and the medical and 
allied journals throughout the country during the past year, and also 
the proposed campaign with the dentists. 

From October 20 to 24, inclusive, there will be a ‘“clinic”’ or special 
exhibition consisting of such exhibits as ‘Diseases of the Mouth, 
especially Syphilis”; “the Venereal Menace”; “Keeping Fit’’; and 
exhibits of scientific and miscellaneous literature issued by the United 
States Public Health Service relative to venereal diseases. This 
exhibit will include books on sex education which have been ap- 
proved by the following committee: Rupert Blue, Surgeon General 
of the United States Public Health Service; Philander P. Claxton, 
Commissioner, United States Bureau of Education; and Charles 
W. Eliot, president emeritus, Harvard University. 

In addition to the above program for the week, the Convention has 
allotted to the Public Health Service one of the four general or night 
sessions for the presentation to the whole convention of one of the,

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motion picture dramas which is to be selected by the general secretary, 
Dr. Otto U. King. Before the presentation of the film, Dr. Herdliska 
will address the convention on “The Responsibility of the Dentist 
toward the Symptomatology of Diseases of the Mouth, Especially 
Syphilis.” 

The general secretary in making the announcement of this special 
evening program says: “‘ After considerable work, we are finally able 
to rearrange our program so as to give you one of the four general 
sessions. ‘This should be one of the best and largest attended meet- 
ings of the entire session. We have planned to give you a full evening.” 


COURT DECISION ON FURNISHING NARCOTIC DRUGS TO 
ADDICTS. 


The Supreme Court of Minnesota has decided' that the anti- 
narcotic law? of that State prohibits the furnishing of habit-forming 
drugs to addicts by physicians. 

A physician was convicted in the lower court for selling morphine 
to an habitual user of the drug. The defendant admitted furnishing 
the morphine, but claimed that he furnished it in attempting to cure 
the drug habit, and that under the law he could both prescribe and 
furnish the drug to addicts for such purpose. Section 2 of the act 
in question reads as follows: 

It shall be unlawful for any physician or dentist to furnish to or prescribe for the 
use of any habitual user of the same any of the substances enumerated in section 1 of 
this act: Provided, That the provisions of this section shall not be construed to prevent 
any legally licensed physician from prescribing in good faith for the use of any patient 
under his care for the treatment of a drug habit such substances as he may deem 
necessary for such treatment: Provided, That such prescriptions are given in good 
faith for the treatment of such habit. 


The supreme court held that the language of the act was plain, 
and that it prohibited a physician from furnishing habit-forming 
drugs to addicts. Under this decision it appears that in Minnesota 
a physician can prescribe narcotic drugs for an addict when acting 
in good faith, but he can not furnish the drugs to the addict.

Influenza Mortality—Rangoon—July—December, 1918. 


According to the annual report of the health officer of Rangoon 
(Burma), India, 3,699 deaths from influenza were reported there 
during the six months ended December 31, 1918; 531 deaths from 
pneumonia and 1,162 from other respiratory diseases were reported 
during the same period. The distribution of these deaths by months 
and the annual death rates per 1,000 population are shown in the

The persons chiefly affected by the disease were the coolie class 
and domestic servants. In the latter part of the year the better 
class of Indians also suffered severely. Among Mohammedans and 
Burmese the deaths occurred chiefly in the poorer class, but to a 
less degree than among Hindus. 

The height of the epidemic was reached in the week ended Novem- 
ber 2, 1918. The cases were at first mild in character, but at the 
height of the rise a large number were complicated with virulent 
pneumonia.

SPAIN. 
Influenza Mortality—May-December, 1918. 


Information published by the Institute of Geography and Statis- 
ties of Madrid, quoted in the Bulletin of the International Office of 
Public Hygiene for July, 1919, states the total number of fatalities 
from influenza reported in Spain from May to December, 1918, as 
140,451. Of these, 948 occurred at Madrid (estimated population, 
Sept. 30, 1918, 634,253); 1,557 at Barcelona (estimated population, 
January, 1919, 800,000); at other provincial capitals, 13,496; other 
localities in Spain, 124,450. The data for the month of December 
are stated not to be complete. 

From 741 fatalities in May, 1918, the number of influenza deaths 
in June, 1918, rose to 2,923, descending in July and August. The 
disease showed a recrudescence in September, 1918, with 7,837 
deaths, and attained its culminating point in October with 73,484. 
In November the occurrence was 40,478. 

The average mortality caused by influenza for the year 1918 was 
7.20 per 1,000. The proportion exceeded that of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, which in 1918 caused 36,312 deaths, or a mortality of 2.99 
per 1,000 in the provincial capitals and 1.25 per 1,000 for the rest 
of Spain.
